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Walls of glass, wooden lofts 


Character of old house 
enhanced by remodeling

From the front, it blends in with other vintage homes 
lining Euclid Avenue in Upland. A shady front porch is 
supported by heavy fieldstone pillars. 

Upon entering, however, the visitor is treated to 
soaring ceilings, multi-level wooden lofts and walls of 
» glass. 

Renovating old houses is a hobby for some and a 
necessity for others in these days of rising building costs. 
But when Dariouche Showghi, an associate professor of 
architecture at Cal Poly Pomona, tackled a 60-year-old 
house on the northwest corner of 18th Street and Euclid 
Avenue, he did more than paint the walls and add new 
drapes. 

. “You can easily destroy the character of an old house 
when you redo it,”’ said Showghi. ‘‘I was very conscious 
of that — I wanted to enhance that character as well as 
add light and space to the dark rooms.” 

In his effort to retain the integrity of the house, 
Showghi was careful to leave the basic lines untouched, 
and even handcrafted new wooden shingles to match 

- those on the outside walls. 

Showghi and his wife, Gretha, fell in love with Euclid 
Avenue seven years ago when they first moved to the 
West End. 

“We couldn’t afford a home in that part of town then,” 
said Mrs. Showghi, ‘‘but we kept hunting for just the 
right place.” : 

When the stone-and-shingle house, built in 1919, came 
on the market, they jumped at the chance. The yard was 
overgrown, the outside of the house needed repairs, and 
the owners kept pots and pans under countless leaks in 
the roof during winter rains. 


But the building was structurally sound, and boasted 
many of the fine touches that modern home buyers can 
only dream about. 


“What we did was take the best in the house — the oak 
hardwood doors and floors, beveled glass, teak trimming 
— and improve upon the worst,” said Showghi, waving 
his hand around the sunny interior. 

By ‘‘improving upon the worst,’ Showghi transformed 
several small service porches that were cluttered with 
old furniture and junk, into extensions of the living area. 

Even more dramatically, he extended the roofline of 
the two-bedroom second story over the front of the 
house, creating a multi-level loft area overlooking the 
family and dining rooms. 

‘I only added about 400 square feet to the area of the 


house,” said Showghi, “but it was a huge amount 
volume-wise.”’ 

He found one of the detrements of an older house to be 
that the rooms tend to be cramped and dark. Now 
oversized glass panels cover the north wall of the living 
area, opening onto the spectacular vista of mountains 
only miles away. 

Although the Showghis’ remodeling job was on a larger 
scale than most homeowners might want to attempt, the 
architect figures up to 50 percent of costs can be saved 
by those willing to do their own work. 

“T probably spent about $25,000 on materials and labor 
for the two students who helped me,” he said. He 
estimated the changes more than tripled the value of the 
house. 

Another advantage he found to doing his own work, 
was the quality that can be guaranteed for the final 
product. 

‘Bach one of those boards was handpicked.” he said, 
pointing toward the Douglas fir-lined ceiling arching 
over the loft. “‘I had to go to several different lumber 
yards, but I wanted to be sure they all matched. 

“Someone else working on the house wouldn’t have 
that kind of concern.” 

A native of Iran, Showghi did his graduate work in 
architecture in Holland where he met his wife. Both 
cultures are represented throughout the house, from the 
wooden shoes lianging by the front door, to the ‘Persian 
Room” created out of a sun porch with bright cushions 
and a low, Middle Eastern brass table. 

Mrs. Showghi contributed with several macrame 
pieces throughout the house, and her husband 
handcrafted both furniture and pottery. 

Now. two-and-a-half years after moving in, they have 
declared their project ‘‘done.” 

Showghi is finishing work on a new home nestled in an 
acre of groves in San Antonio Heights, that encompasses 
the same ideals of light, spaciousness and blending of the 
indoors and outdoors. 

‘“‘Re-doing an old house is a challenge,” he said, ‘‘and 
leaving it will be difficult.” 

“But with the new house, everything is just exactly 
how you want it,” his wife said with a smile. ‘‘I do love it 
here, but the new house will be even more exciting.” 

Former residents hung a sign over the front porch of 
the Euclid home — ‘‘Dunmovin” — that the Showghis 
have left intact. 

“That's what we thought we had done,” said the 
architect, ‘‘ ‘done moving.’ 

“Maybe at ledst that will be true for the next owners.” 


Cable, airport founder, dies 


Dewey Cable, founder of Cable 
Airport and a pioneer in local avia- 
tion, died of heart failure Friday at 
San Antonio Community Hospital in 
Upland. He was 82. 

Mr. Cable, a resident of Pomona, 
lived in the local area for 57 years. 
He and his three sons built a general 
aviation airport in Upland, where 
the facility has continued to be a 
family-run operation since it opened 
in 1945. 

Two of Mr. Cable’s sons, Paul and 
Walter, recalled their father as 
devoted to the airport, aviation and 
hard work. In addition to his interest 
in the airport, Mr. Cable was a 
familar figure at Upland City Coun- 
cil meetings and other civic affairs. 

He was born in Black Hawk Coun- 
ty, Iowa. Paul Cable, general 
manager of the airport, said his 
father left Iowa for California in 
1923. 

Paul Cable credited Mr. Cable’s 
brother, John, with starting the 
family interest in aviation. Once a 
barnstorming pilot, John Cable 
became a test pilot for Douglas Co., 
where his brother ran an assembly 
line. 

During the early 1940s, Mr. Cable 
ran Brackett Field in La Verne and 
then airports in Baker and Riverside 
before beginning his own facility.

Plans for the future ot Cable 
Airport are still up in the air, 
as representatives from the 
Claremont Colleges, and the 
cities of Upland and Clare- 
mont fight expansion of air- 
port facilities. Decisions on 
an environmental impact 
report were postponed Tues- 
day to allow cities additional 
time to prepare their objec- 
tions.

“‘His whole life was aviation once 
he got into it,’ his son recalled. 

As a pilot, Mr. Cable got a late 
start. He was in his mid-40s before 
receiving his license and began ser- 
ving as squadron*commander for the 
Old Baldy Civil Air Patrol, a patrol 
still sponsored by Cable Airport for 
search and rescue missions. 

Paul Cable said his father made 
solo flights into his 70s before stop- 
ping on doctor’s orders about nine 
years ago because of heart trouble. 
He continued to fly with his sons. 

Walter Cable said 10- to 12-hour 
days at the airport were typical for 
his father. In recent years, until a 
stroke in May, Mr. Cable worked 
from morning until early afternoon 
at the airport. 

Former Upland Mayor George 
Gibson said, ‘‘Dewey was certainly 
an asset to the community and a 
hard worker for what he believed in. 
He kept the .council on its toes.”’ 

Mr. Cable was a member of the 
Upland Host Lions Club, Pomona 
Lodge No. 650 Loyal Order of the 
Moose, Upland Chamber of 
Commerce and University Club of 
Claremont. He was an active sup- 
porter of the Big Bear Lake Airport 
District. 

He is survived by his wife, E. 
May; his three sons, Paul of San 


Dimas, Walter of Claremont and 
Roger of Hawaii; a daughter, 
Mildrew Barrow of Sunnyvale, two 
sisters, Ethel Strayer and Leah 
Forney, both of Waterloo, Iowa, 
eight grandchildren and one great- 
grandchild. 

Memorial services will be held 2 
p.m. Saturday at Cable Airport, 1749 
W. 13th St., Upland. Private crema- 
tion and interment in Pomona 
Cemetery will precede the 
memorial service.

County officials have agreed 
to postpone acceptance of an 
environmental impact report on 
Cable Airport in Upland following 
requests by local city agencies for 
additional time to study the 
findings. 

The San Bernardino County 
Environmental Review Board heard 
from representatives of the cities of 
Upland, Claremont and the 
Claremont Colleges, the same 
groups that protested an earlier 
decision to waive the need for the 
impact report. 

Bill Young, Upland planning 
director, said he was ‘‘amazed’’ at 
the findings of no significant 
adverse affects of a proposed land- 
use plan for the airport. 

“We received notice of this 
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meeting six days ago,’ Young told 
board members. ‘‘We got notice of 
the meeting with a copy of the 
environmental impact report, but no 
complete version of the 
Comprehensive Airport Use Plan 
for the environs.” 

The master plan, which addresses 
facilities at the airport itself, has 
been submitted to the city of Upland 
by Cable Airport general manager 
Paul Cable. The city has requested a 
total of 39 conditions to be met 
before the plan is approved. 

The land-use plan deals with 
property surrounding the airport. 

The airport has flight patterns 
that pass over the eastern portion of 
Claremont, including over about 20 
acres of vacant land owned by the 
Claremont Colleges between Mills 
Avenue and Claremont Boulevard. 

Planes also pass over sections of 
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architect. added a multi-leveled loft area and 
walls of windows to update the old grove house.

Upland, including residential areas 
to the east. 

The impact report was prepared 
by the county environmental 
analysis section. Young said there 
were several ‘‘technical 
inconsistencies’ in the report, 
citing figures for airport use and 
operations. 

Cable Airport, a privately owned 
facility north of Foothill Boulevard 
near the Los Angeles County line, 
handles about 170,000 operations — 
take-offs and landings — per year. 

Surrounding cities are concerned 
expansion of the facilities would 
lead to safety problems, noise and 
land devaluation. 

Members of the review board 
heard complaints from both the 
cities involved and Paul Cable 
regarding the difficulty in obtaining 
a workable master plan.

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| Deadly dog diseas 
to spread through

Despite an increase in the number 
of vaccinations, no decrease in the 
incidence of Parvovirus has been 
observed in local veterinary 
hospitals. 

The deadly disease that strikes 
dogs spread rapidly early this 
month, leading one veterinarian to 
believe it had reached an epidemic 
level. _ 

Parvovirus tends to strike 
younger or older dogs and ‘dogs that 
are exposed to other dogs. It’s 
symptoms include vomiting, fever 
and diarrhea, which is often bloody. 

Dog owners who observe such 
symptoms have been urged to get 
their animal to a hospital 
immediately. 

All dog owners have been advised 
to get their animals vaccinated. 

Recent disclosures as to the 
extent of the easily transmitted 
disease have caused a surge in the 
number of vaccinations. At the 
Central Animal Hospital in Upland 
between 60 and 100 dogs are 
vaccinated every day, according to 

animal health technician Meredith 

Bird.

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dogs vaccinated,’’ she said. ‘But 
we've had about four (Parvo) cases 
per day.”’ 

Despite earlier reports that the 
vaccine was in short supply, no 
animal hospital in the area has been 
unable to obtain the vaccination. 

But dog owners were asked by 
veterinafians to make appointments 
before bringing their animals in for 
shots. A booster shot is required 


three weeks after original 
vaccination is given and repeat 
vaccinations must be given every 
six months. 

While he is not convinced the 
outbreak has reached the epidemic 
level, Dr. Wayne Brindley of the 
Alta Loma Animal Hospital 
reported no decrease in the number 
of Parvo cases. 

“We haven’t seen any great 
decrease in the number of cases,” 
he said. ‘‘However, the coverage in 
the media has stimulated the 
number of people getting 
vaccinations for their dogs.” 

A spokesman for the Able Animal 
Clinic in Ontario reported that the 
number of cases there was 
increasing.

Children endangered riding in the 


The chiid — carefully immunized by thoughtful parents 
against diseases that used to be killers, like polio, or 
measles or whooping cough — rides down the highway in 
the passenger seat of the family car in more jeopardy 
from death by violence than by illness. 

That is the conclusion of a recent study by Dr. Phyllis 
Agran, assistant professor of pediatrics at the College of 
Medicine of the University of California at Irvine who 
gathered extensive statistics on traffic fatalities and 
injuries involving children as occupants in motor 
vehicles. 

In 1978, she points out, more than 2,000 children 
between the ages of 1 and 14 years died in motor vehicle 
accidents in the United States, and more than 150,000 
more were injured. Statistically, children in this same 
age group are ‘‘more likely to die in a motor vehicle 


‘A key factor,”’ cautions the UC-Irvine pediatrician, is 
that ‘‘most adults ignore vehicle safety restraints, such 
as seat belts, for themselves and for their children as 
well.” 

Her motivation, Agran said, is to provide a 
comprehensive data base needed to develop public 
policies aimed at decreasing this toll of death and injury. 
The task is being accomplished, she said, with two-year 
funding from California’s Office of Traffic Safety and is 
part of the university’s Public Policy Research 
Organization and the school’s department of pediatrics. 

““This enormous loss of life and this record of severe 
injury as the result of motor vehicle accidents is largely 
preventable,’ Agran said. ‘‘Technological methods are 
available — safety restraints designed to cope with the 
laws of gravity and force,”’ she points out, ‘“‘yet studies 
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family car 


beneficial,’ Agran said. “‘However, a study conducted in 
the state of Washington between 1970 and 1977 that 
included 94,405 children between the ages of birth and 15, 
reported an 85 percent drop in fatalities among those 
using the restraining devices, and a decline in disabling 
injuries of 66 percent.” 

Agraa is gathering supportive data from motor vehicle 
accidents involving children, utilizing 12 hospital 
emergency rooms in Orange County, as well as date 
from randomly selected private physicians in the same 
SouthernCalifornia area. 

The study also is focusing, she said, on injuries 
suffered in non-collision mishaps, such as when the 
driver is forced to make a sudden stop with a child seated 
in the car. Such incidents occur regularly, she pointed 
out. but there heretofore has been no systematic effort 


made to compile such data from California Highway 
Patrol reports. Yet records show, she said, that the 
children brought io ine UC-irvine % 21 Center for 
treatment following motor vehicle accidents in 1978, one- 
fourth were involved in such non-collision mishaps.

(Cont’d. from previous page) 
can end a matchup at any 
time. 

“There is an attitude that 
if a ward lives to be 18 he is 
going to be all right,”’ said 
Cruz. “Just having someone 
who says ‘I care’ can be a 
big help.’ Many are in 
search of a family. 

“There is a danger when 
a ward is not allowed to 
come to maturity. We tell 
them, ‘Hey, you are getting 
older now and unless you do 
a dramatic change in your 
life...” 

The volunteers are not 
limited to defense attor- 
neys. There are currently 
two deputy district attor- 
neys participating. Nor is it 
a male-only program. Fe- 
male wards and volunteers 
are encouraged to partici- 
pate, and do. 

The program has been 
hurt by the gasoline crunch. 
Cruz has found it necessary 
to match the volunteers and 





wards as geographically 
close as possible. 
Officially, the 


relationship can only con- 
tinue as long as six months 
beyond the end of the parole 
period, But there have been 
cases where friendships 
have continued 

“Frequently they end be- 
cause the ward has man- 
aged to get that all behind 
him and the volunteer 
starts to remind him or 
something he'd just as soon 
forget,’ said Cruz. 

Charles Fiedler, a West- 
wood attorney, has been 
matched up twice and now 
serves on VIP committees. 
His first experience was an 
uneasy one as he arrived at 
The Social, Personal and 
Community Experience 
Program (SPACE) Center 
in Los Angeles.

“T felt very uneasy when 
I walked in there in my suit 
and tie and all these kids, 
some playing pool, started 
to look me over,” said 
Fiedler. ‘I had no problems 
with the one-to-one 
relationship.”

“These kids are just like 
anybody else,’ he said.

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Right tools key to 
emergency repairs

It must be a law of 
nature. 

If something goes wrong, 
it will go wrong in the worst 
possible way and at the 
worst possible time. 

This is especially true 
during the emergencies that 
are part of everyday life. 
And, nowadays, the 
potential price tag of 
making repairs looms like a 
Khomeini glare. 

In these days of wine and 
vinegar, we find ourselves 
cutting corners to square 
off with rising prices. 

The home owner should 
be prepared to make as 
many repairs himself — as 
often as he can. 

Sometimes there is no 
choice. The money simply 
isn’t there to cover an 
expensive repair bill. You 
can blame that pecuniary 
fungus called inflation 

Fortunately, we live in a 
do-it-yourself age that 
makes us less dependent on 
the experts — skilled 
plumbers, electricians and 
carpenters. 

While those experts’ skill 
sometimes are desirable or 
necessary for reasons of 
convenience or expertise, 
other occasions call for 
taking advantage of the 
many tools and other aids 
available to the do-it- 
yourself repairman. 

There are manuals on 
repairs ranging from 
replacing electrical outlets 

to replastering holes in the 
wall. 

And each task requires 


, tools. In most pypjects, you 


have time to decide which 
tools you need. 


However, home 
emergencies, and the like, 
often require immediate 
attention, and you had 
better have the tools on 
hand. 

Recently, on a tate 
Saturday night, a woman 
alerted her husband that the 
refrigerator-freezer wall 
plug was sizzling like a 
steak on a grill. The plug 
was so hot it was melting 
the plastic around the metal 
prongs. 

It was a home emergency 
— one which required a 
couple of basic tools and 
some imagination. 

On another Saturday 
night, the same couple had 
another problem — this 
time away from home. 
Immediately after they had 
placed an order at a fast- 
food drive-in, the battery in 
their car exploded. And 
their fully automated car, 
totally dependent on 
electric power, lay like a 2- 
ton boulder. 

Further complicating the 
emergency was the fact 
most nearby ‘‘service”’ 
stations were closed, and 
the two that were open 
simply refused to make car 
calls. 

What most frustrated the 
manager of the drive-in was 
the fact there would be a 
two-to-three hour wait for a 
tow truck, and the 
powerless car was blocking 
easy access to this outlet. 

Two down-home 
emergencies. Two 
instances when the right 
tools had to be available at 
the right time. 

In the second emergency, 
the unmovable car had to be 
moved before the drive-in 
brought in a bulldozer. 
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The couple hiked home 
and robbed the family 
station wagon of its battery. 
Then, in a third vehicle, 
drove to the disabled family 
chariot. 

Besides patience and a lot 
of family cooperation, the 
task also required some 
open-end wrenches and a 
flashlight (plus cut, bruised 
and greased knuckles). 

Once again, the right 
tools were in the family 
toolbox, available in a time 
of emergency. 


Experienced home 
owners most likely 
accumulate an assortment 
of tools over the years. 


The following are the 
tools you should have on 
hand at all times: 

Two plastic-handled 
screwdrivers (about 6 
inches overall length). One 
should have the common 
flat edge at the end and the 
other, a Phillips, should 
have a pointed end that 
resembles an ‘‘X” 

Two pliers. One should be 
the standard slip-joint type 
and the other should be 
needle-nosed with a wire 
cutter built in. 

Wrenches. You need one 
adjustable 12-inch monkey 
wrench. Too, you will want 
a standard set of open-end 
wrenches (they often come 
in a stack, held together by 
a bracket and pressure 
screw). 

A hammer. It should have 
a wood handle and claw 
feature for pulling nails. 

Two plumber’s helpers. 
One small plunger should be 
reserved for sinks. A 
larger, heavy-duty plunger 

should be reserved for 
toilets.

Medics heal hearts 


of ailing children 


Children from developing countries needing corrective 
heart surgery are getting a new lease on life in Southern 
California according to Dr. James Walters, a member of 
the teaching staff at Loma Linda University. Walters 
lives in Claremont. 

Recipients of the new ‘‘Open Hearts For Children” 
program total 11 with the recent arrival of a girl from 
Honduras and three more Koreans. Nine- year- old Jeon 
Suk Kang, first patient in the program, is now home in 
Pusan, South Korea. Jeon, who had four heart defects, 
can expect to lead a normal life. Physicians say she 
probably would have died within two years without sur- 






Before leaving for home in Pusan, South Korea, 
Jeon Suk Kang, first beneficiary of the Open 
Hearts for Children Fund, joins two other 
patients in the program, Jin Hwan Kwak and 
Jeom Young Kim.

gery. Five other Korean children and a baby from 
Venezuela have since had life - extending surgery in the 
Loma Linda University Medical Center program. 

“The enormous task of bringing health to the children 
of the world cannot be accomplished by any one person 
or institution,” said John Ruffcorn, medical center ad- 
ministrator. ‘‘But, with everyone acting responsibly, 
many children can be touched by our concerted efforts.” 

Physicians and surgeons from Loma Linda University 
donate their time and skills in treating the young 
patients. “Open Hearts For Children” picks up the 
hospital care tab, which runs $10,000 to $15,000 per child. 
The program is supported by contributions from in- 
dividuals and private organizations. 

Loma Linda University Medical Center, owned and 
operated by the Seventh - day Adventist denomination, 
has a long history of service in cardiac surgery. Since 
1962 its heart surgery team has performed operations in 
countries such as Greece and Saudi Arabia, at the same 
time training heart surgeons overseas in delicate sur- 
gical procedures. 

The ‘‘Open Hearts for Children” program is only one 
avenue by which LLUMC is using its medical resources 
for humanitarian purposes, Walters said. In addition, 392 
other Adventist hospitals and clinics are meeting 
medical needs around the world.

DARE COUNTY, N.C. — The sea and the land form a 


‘ restlessly tenuous alliance here in the Outer Banks, a 


long, slender string of sand dunes and lonely inlets, 
barrier islands stretching for more than 100 miles along 
these cruel waters known as the Graveyard of the 


‘ Atlantic. 


It is a name without jest. 
Out by the horizon, cold currents form the North and 


' warm currents from the South collide to form a 


perpetually stormy confluence that in the last six 
centuries has claimed 400 or more ships. 
When the tide is right, residues of old shipwrecks are 


' discernible on the beaches. 


The first homes were constructed out of wood from 
ships run aground. The old-line Outer Banks family 


! names of prominence such as Midgett and Wahab 


indicate a lineal descendency from those who were once 


‘ shipwrecked and stayed. 


Quaint place-names dot the land. 

Here, a few centuries ago, pirates would hand a 
lantern on a horse’s head so that, as it bobbed along, it 
could be seen by unsuspecting ships’ captains as a beacon 
for safe harbor. They would come to shore, easy prey for 
the waiting pirates. 


Hence, the present-day town’s name of Nag’s Head.

For more than 30 years now, a genial publicist and

This is the Outer Banks: elusive, mysterious, a place 
of recorded history and unreconstructed legend. And old- 
timers, who sip youpan tea — a drink made from a tall 
shrub known as youpan and one that truly opens up the 
sinuses — and cling to a form of speech known 
hereabouts as ‘‘hoigh tyde.”’ 

The old-timers speak of a strong wind as ‘‘a whirly 
gust of red woodpeckers.’ When they refer to a 
powerhouse wind, they say: “Oh, it really blowed a 
popcod.’” 

The lighthouses, diagonally striped sentinels rising on 
the water’s edge, are all automated now, but in the past 
the lighthouse keepers would fire up the lanterns with a 
kerosene wick. The men who ran the lighthouses, from 
Currituck to Hatteras, were known locally as “‘wickies.’’ 


Old-timers? There is Cissy Hooper, close to 85, with 
crisp memories of a time when electricity had yet to 
reach the Outer Banks and there were no bridges to its 
islands. 


Cissy Hooper was a child going on 8 when the Wright 
brothers ventured down from Dayton to Kitty Hawk, still 
as windswept today as it was on that chill December 
morning in 1903 when Orville Wright whipped briefly 
through the air in an improbably fragile aircraft. The 
word airplane was then unknown. Orville and Wilbur 
called their craft the Wright Flyer 


Every year, on Dec. 17, the First Flight Society 
convenes here to commemorate the anniversary of the 
Wrights’ achievement. On the night before, another 
group called the Man Will Never Fly Society meets for 
irreverent frolic at their annual cocktail party. They are 
pilots, mostly, and they have a motto: ‘“‘Birds Fly, Men 
Drink.”’ 


And up on Ronoke Island, near Manteo, history is 
further served by the spectacular beauty of the 
Elizabethan Gardens with its sweet-scented gardenias 
and roses and magnolias, and qasses of blooming 
azaleas in springtime — and a statue of Virginia Dare, 
the first child born of English parents in the New World. 
Next door, at a 2,000-seat amphitheater, Paul Green’s 
pageant drama, ‘‘The Lost Colony,’ has been presented 
for three months each summer since 1937. In the early 
‘50s, young Andy Griffith, fresh out of the University of 
North Carolina, played Sir Walter Raleigh with great 
bravura — and stockings wadded with cotton to give bulk 
to his skinny legs.

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When Disneyland host Jim Denton 
guides the park’s team of six 
Percheron draft horses down the 
25th Birthday Parade route each 
afternoon, he has a special feeling of 
pride. They used to be his horses. 

Denton sold the magnificent 
horses to Disneyland a year ago, and 
less than a month later decided that 
he missed them so much that he 
pulled up his Indiana roots and head- 
ed for California to join them. 

Denton raised black Percherons in 
Gary, Ind., as a hobby for 35 years 
while working as a manager of a 
trucking firm. He spent more than 
30 of those years showing his prized 
Percherons, acquiring first place 
blue ribbons consistently at four 
different state fairs. Upon retiring 
from his regular job, if was a 
natural step for Denton to spend 
more time with his horses, which at 
one time numbered more than 40 
head. 

Then in July of 1979, while show- 
ing his horses at the Annual Spring 
Warm-Up in Davenport, Ind., he 
heard of Disneyland’s need for a 
perfectly matched team of 
Percherons to pull a special calliope 
unit designed for the Magic 
Kingdom’s upcoming 25th Birthday 
Parade. Mike Leslie, supervisor of 
the park’s pony farm, had traveled 
across the United States in search of 
just a team and spotted Denton’s 
hitch team at the warm-up, Denton 
had invested two years and over 20,- 
000 miles to personally choose this 
hitch, and he was hesitant to part 
with it. ‘‘The hardest part about get- 
ting a really good team is matching 
their heights exactly,’ he says. ‘‘All 
my horses are 18 hands (6 feet) 
high.” 

But after several weeks of discus- 
sion, Denton sold his horses and 
harness to Disneyland. Only a few 
weeks elapsed, however, before he 
became lonely for them. As he puts 
it, ‘I wanted to see their new home, 
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46 o7.

Denton carries a philosophy that

BERKELEY — Mary 
Ellen couldn’t hear her at- 
tacker approach. She’s 
deaf. So she had to learn to 
react instantly from the 
‘first moment of con- 
S8Ct...,’” 

Helen, who gets around 
with crutches and special 
shoes as the result of polio, 
had to learn another way to 
protect herself. Her heavy 
orthopedic shoes could be 
devastating to an 
assailant’s kneecap, her 
erutch could deliver a po- 
tent blow to his kidney. 

And Margaret, confined 
to a wheelchair by polio, 
has learned to throw an at- 
tacker who accosts her 
from behind by grabbing his 
hair with one hand and 
steadying her chair with the 
other — then jerking him 
forward over her shoulder 
to the ground. All three 
have learned, as the result 
of a unique self - defense 
course for disabled women 
conducted by Breakaway 
College, an alternative 
school which meets in 
various classrooms in the 
San Francisco Bay Area, 
that they need not be mere 
helpless pawns in the hands 
of an able - bodied attacker 
intent upon doing them 
harm. They can fight back. 

Vicki Lewis, editor of 
“The Independent,”’ voice 
of the Center for Indepen- 
dent Living Inc. at UC - 
Berkeley — which is 
dedicated to freeing the dis- 
abled as much as is possible 
from the fetters of their dis- 
ability — reported on the 
results of the experiment in 
a recent issue of her 
publication. 

The course was taught by 
Marti Messerli, a teacher of 
jujitsu and karate, Lewis 
said. ‘‘Marti found,’’ she ex-

But last 
November, I had my purse 
snatched while I was sitting 
in my car at a stoplight.

“The incident,’’ she 
recalled to Lewis, ‘‘made 
me realize how vulnerable I 
was. I took self - defense 
more to rebuild my 
emotional security than to 
become proficient in 
karate. I also wanted to 
deal directly with my 
disability.”
